(4) The percentages of unemployment shown above are approximations relating to all wage 
earners of both sexes. Separate estimates for males and females cannot be made from the data available. 
In 1938, however, there was relatively little unemployment among females; unemployment 


among males was probably between 1 per cent. and 1:5 per cent. greater than the ratio shown above 
for both sexes combined.
